the summer invariably spoke of 
peace being a certainty in the 
autumn.

Somme thmst as a final effort of 
the Allies for a decision and that 
after it peace would be 
made. 


Their tone has been entirely dif- 
ferent of late. They recognize 
that it is a fight to a finish be-

an ultimate decision will

from the fearful attrition on the 
western, front which now

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WHAT LIES AT THE BOHOM? 


Two negroes were lynched at Paducah, Kentucky, one for the 


mn«l crime uul the other for expressing approval thereof.^ 


Thews violent outbreaks of mobs and the taking of -judgment 


md" execution into hasty and private hands are ever to be de- 
plored, whether the-scene he Jaid in Kentucky or Ohio. But. if we 
clearly consider them we may not find some other accelerating 
cine' than the outflaming of racial prejudice and may that cause 
be tomething else than the constant breakdown of the judicial ma- 
chinery, the failure of those in authority to hold steadfast in the 
eredft of the operations of that machinery. It may be true, in fact 
it undeniably true, that the law, or rather the courts, 
charged 


with the administration of the law, all too frequently, miserably, 
fail in imposing punishment, where punishment is deserved, but on 
top of that we heap the fact that when guilt has been legally es- 
tablished and the penalty affae.l, some board, some governor wi'h 
pardoning powers, interferes and the criminal is permitted to so 
with a punishment altogether inadequately proportioned to the 
offense proven. So we have the law and the 
courts discredited 


oath ways they acquit the guilty and convict the innocent. Where- 
fore is the mob formed and moved to judgment and execution of 
innate sense of self protection, of unreckoning impulse 
of 
the 


higher law." 
In this it is all wrong, o£ course, according to the 


civilized standard, but it isn't altogether wrong. Society, aggre- 
gated individuals, enacts what it chooses to call laws for its own 
preservation and the safety of individual 
members. 
If _ the 


statutory law prove impotent, naturally there is going to be a 
harking back to the primal law of self protection. 
_ 


By such harrowing tragedies as that just enacted at Paducah 


are we again taught, though we may again not learn, that certain • 
principles are fixed and eternal and they can neither be changed 
nor .bettered. Loosely we speak of the sentence on conviction as a 
punishment for a crime,' while it isn't that at all, but a penalty 
fixed that may serve as a warning and so prove a deterrent against 
the commisBion of other crimes. 
The principle has no thought of 


reforming the criminal, its one. and sole idea is to. make of him an 
example so ill that none other will be inclined to imitate. Men 
and women, whoever go at a thing from the wrong end, whose 
sympathies, however are still maudlin, have talked pr,son reform 
and convict welfare and uplift until they have got authority en- 
tirely obsessed, made them to act as though the only crime in the 
calendar was finding guilty the perpetrator of the foulest deed 
and 'society was all wrong in imposing penalty 
therefor. 
Until

TELLS ABOUT FATAL FIGHT 


Ben Adkins, who is 
charged 


with the murder of Wilbur Nickel, 
young stcelworkcr, Homer's Run, 
was placed on the witness stand 
bv counsel for the defense Thurs- 
d'av afternoon, when court re-con- 
vened. He was subjected to a 
-«mclling cross examination. 


Beginning at the time when he 


first got out of the bed on the 
morning of the fatal stabbing, the 
accused told his story up to the 
time he was taken into custody. 


He claimed that when he first 


noticed Nickel that morning he 
was walking down from his home. 
He said Nickel was smoking at the 
time. He set his dinner bucket 
down 
and 
swore 
at 
Adkins, 


threatening to kill him. Then he 
hurled some rocks at Adkins, the 
witness said, and a clinch follow- 


He corroborated the story told 


bv his wife and said that he was 
dazed at the time of the struggle 
on the ground from a blow on the 


Chi cross examination the wit- 


ness was asked why he called his 
wife and said that lie believed that 
Xiek.el and Mrs. Nickel 
would 


kill him. 
. 
- 
The position in which Nickel 


held Adkins' hands was shown by 
Hie witness, after 
which Judge 


Blair asked if he had not 
cut 


Nickel before the struggle on the 
ground and that Niokol was hold- 
ing liis hands to keep him from 
stabbing him again. This was de- 


Judge Blair then asked,the wit- 


ness if Mrs. Nickel was not ul- 
tcMiipting to get the knife out of 
his hands before he had called his 
wife. 
Adkins did not 
answer. 


After several questions Adkins 
admitted that Mrs. Nickel 
was 


pounding his hand with a rock. 


In concluding, Adkins WHS ask- 


ed if Nickel had 
struck 
him a 


single blow all during the strug- 
gle on the ground and after hesi- 
tating he said that Nickel had not 
Jone a thing except to hold his 
lliinds. 


Before the accused left the wit- 


ness stand Judge Thomas asked 
him if he had gotten his knife 
out after he was on the ground 
and Adkins replied in the affirma- 
tive. Then Jtidgo Thomas asked 
him to show the jury how he had 
accomplished this. 


The knife was put in the right 


pocket and after several moments 
Adkins nnnqimced that he was un- 
able to open the Iriife. 


A juror asked him if he had 


opened the knife in his 
pocket 


wlicn Nickel was out. Adkins said 
Ihat it was partially opened and 
fully opened when it was taken 
mil of liis pocket. The juror ask- 
ed if lie had practiced opening 
1ln> knife in this manner. Adkiim 
R;iid Ihat he had not. 


An instance where a wife testi- 


fied against her husband before 
Hie grand jury, was brought out 
in the ease of the state against 
lien Adkins, who is charged with 
tlie murder of -Wilbur 
Nickel.

I who was at fault I felt the situa- 
tion deeply, and without consult- 
ing Mr. Jordan agreed that we 
would pay one-half the amount, 
that is $800.00, besides giving the 
bulk of the stree!..That there was 
no just reason on earth why we 
should.pay one dollar, but we 
would give a check that morning 
for the amount if they would ac- 
cept it and do their part by the 
city. Mr. .Zaph and Mn Harper 
promised to give the mayor an an- 
swer last Friday, and I telephoned 
the mayor Friday afternoon, Sat- 
urday, and then Monday morn- 
ing, and finally received his let- 
ter,'dated October ]6th, at my 
home, upon receipt of which ive 
immediatelv .withdrew our offer 
of $800.00. The offer itself was 
ridiculous except for the gravity 
of the situation and the general 


^ injury being worked by its fur- 
ther .continuance. I 
have been 


greatly embarrassed by the ex- 
tent to which I have had to an- 
noy the mayor in the matter, but 
it seemed the only thing to do. 
. The situation is, a pretense has 
been made of anger because the 
original 60 ft. street was not com- 
pleted, but let any thinking man 
try to harmonize this with their 
objections to a 50 ft. street and 
then harmonize that with the 
present situation, when no influ- 
ence can induce them to dedicate 
even 16 or 17 ft. to add to our 2i 
or 26 ft., thus making about a 41 
ft. street. -I will repeat.here that 
Mr. Zaph's position with me per- 
sonally was that no street what- 
ever was needed.

justly, the reader can-judge, I 
felt that the whole purpose ivas 
to "get money" and that whether 
such money was paid by Sunny- 
side or the city made little differ- 
ence.

I am re- 
minded of the old story 
of

farmer 
who was running 
for 


school director. He had always 
lived honestly and'-bcen one of the 
best citizens of the 
community, 


but he thought he was abused; his 
heart and his conscience could nol 
stand it. He had been a great.old 
man. 
He went home and said 


'Mary, this is awful. They have 
accused mo o£ everything. They 
even accused me of stealing hogs 
and they came near proving it on 
me." fliis' is simply an introduc- 
tion of myself -and my experience 
in this campaign. 


I am going to talk to you on the 


more interesting and mqre serious 
question ol labor.' I recognize 
this: that I am before a select 
tfcdy of men who are intensely in- 
terested in.the welfare b£ their 
associates as well as themselves 
and that to me this perhaps is one 
"of the critical times in my canvass 
for congress. For that reason I 
expect to present to yon steady 
expressions of my attitude toward 
labor. I want to thank you for 
this privilege of stating what my 
attitude has always' been, and 
will be toward labor, and I am 
trying to talk to you deliberately. 


In my boyhood and the earlier 


larts of my manhood career I fol- 
owed the vocations of life that re- 
quired of me daily toil. My father 
was a" contractor and his business 
was making and laying brick and 
I have worked in every branch of 
hat industry from handing the 
n-iek froi" the mud to laying the 
brick in the wall. I say this to 
show you that my inclination is 
as it naturally should -be to in- 
spire me in this cause of labor. 
Organized labor has always taught 
,he laborer to 'be worthy of his 
lire and in its endeavor to benefit 
ts fellows it lias 'been the saviour. 
>f unorgahized'labor as well, and 
.His by.honest effort and proper 
application aided the employer in 
securing the benefit to be desired 
!rom such skill. .The 'best friend 
;hat the employer has ever had is 
organized labor for'they have al- 
ways taught "their members to 
earn their money; lias taught its 
membership to prepare for 
its 


work and to dignify its employ- 
ment. 
. 


Labor in general from time im- 


memorial has taken its place in 
he arts and sciences._It gilds the. 
;olderi palaces of the "rich "and 
:akes its place in the lower trades, 
jabpr can exist without capital 
>etter than capital can exist in 
,hese advanced 
times without 


abor. For the millions and bil- 
ions of money that is invested 
and the incomes of the great for- 
unes and the great enterprises 
vould crumble but for labor. It 
s true that millions of men eould 
exist while these enterprises would 
all into ruin aiid fortunes decay, 
jut there is 110 need o£-this con- 
dition arising. 
Conservative ac- 


ion is all that is required for eap- 
tal and labor to go hand in hand; 


Labor has never been unreason- 


able in its demands. It, in fact, 
has never demanded what it was 
really entitled to. Legislation has 
never given it protection. Why 
should a laboring man be subject 
to a criminal law tfiat any other 
•man should not be subject to. It 
a person not connected with labor 
wmmits a crime 
of -destroying 


oroperty he is arrested and tried 
>y a jury. Why not all be treated 
alike? Should llier 
f. indiscrim- 


ination, because the party who 
happens to commit the crime hap- 
pens to be a member of the organ- 
ization? 


If elected to congress I shall at- 


tend to the duties of the office, be 
present and vote on all questions 
and I assure you that I w,iH not 


ifuse to be present or vote on any 


labor legislation. Had I been a 
member of congress in the last 
session I would have voted in 
favor of the Adamson 'bill or Eight 
Hour Law. I would not go hot 
and cold at the same time on this 
proposition. I would not say to 
you that I could not make up my 
mind whether it was a good law 
or a bad law, and say that the 
reason I did not vote was you did 
not inform me. I tell you now

Again, if I were a 
member of the last congress When 
the Scott law was before Congress 
I would not have voted against it;

It was only a just and'fair law, 


a law that limits by discrimination 
one man because he does not work 
the same or as much as. another; 
it must necessarily favor the law, 
and in the end the last and -best 
man would be the only man em- 
-ployed in the establishment. I 
can not be said with reason thai 
congress has no right to compe 
a forty-hourlaw; Such a law foi 
all branches of government is ii 
force and recognized by all as be 
ing constitutional. Eight hours is 
enough for labor to be employed 
in one day. 
New inventions in 


machinery have exacted from the 
laboring man closer application 
greater intelligence, greater skil 
and .more strain upon the consti- 
tution of man than ever before and 
eight hours is indeed enough, 
not too much for his proper en- 
durance. As other and better de- 
vices are .discovered .and manu- 
factured, as more requirements 
are imposed upon the 
laboring 


man indeed his endurance will be 
put more to the test and his hours 
will still be shorteued. His phy- 
sical and mental constitution will 
require it "and I say to you that 
society'will demand it. 
Indeed, 


;he cause of these greater burdens 
put upon- him in many 
enter- 


irises and undertakings where the 
environments require tests of ac- 
tivity, still the hours of labor have 
icen shortened. Recently Presi- 
dent White, president of the min- 
ers, recommended seven hours in- 
stead of eight for certain work in 
mines.. The safety 
director 
of 


Cleveland has recommended seven 
tours for all work and 
several 


nindred other eases dictate even 
shorter hours of w.ork.- Our leg- 
islation will take a more advanced 
depth, as it should do to throw 
proper protection from injury and 
reasonable-allowances for 
dam- 


iges in case .of accident. From a 
sociological standpoint and in the 
nterest of health and happiness 
conditions should be made in all 
cases so ns to require means to 
lurromid all'those who labor with 
clean and healthful atmosphere, 
and above "all things should this 
protection be extended to the chil- 
dren of the laboring man, or to 
child labor in other words. 
We 


are working more today than ever 
jcfore for the elevation of man 
rather than for the elevation of 
money. 
Humanity is the 
chief 


coucern of our people. Better the 
mmaii race's 
condition 
rather 


than surround the protection of 
those who have the wealth, or 
•athcr surround wealth. Labor is 
lot, nor should it be a commodity, 
.t has not 'been a commodity since 
:he civil war. Has it ever been 
an asset of man's estate! If labor 
should by some be regarded as a 
commodity, then those same peo- 
Je thereby make mau a mere 
chattel, Man is not chattel. He 
s the highest gift of God to the 
world and under the Trust Act 
abor was declared not to be a 
commodity. This act may well be 
leclared to be a magna charta ot' 
abor. A Declaration of Independ- 
ence for the working mau. It 
should be so strengthened that no 
udge could set it aside or hold it 
'or naught, or any question alt'ect- 
ng labor or the rights of men. 1 
shall always be conservative in 
the protection of property 
and 


shall always vote against any law. 
that confiscates it, but labor has 
__ver asked that and her repre- 
sentatives have always used sober 
judgment in its demands for rea- 
sonable hours, healthful condi- 
tions, protection for its children, 
safety appliances and equality be- 
fore the law. When a laborer and 
his demands arc just and reason- 
able, I have never known it to be 
otherwise, my vote and my influ- 
ence shall be for its betterment 
and I am proud to say that you 
can east me on the side of In'boi 
so long as it maintains the course 
as it has in the past of being rea- 
sonable and just. You may call 
me villain if you will, 
hut you 


may eall me friend still. My en- 
vironments have h'ad a great in- 
fluence in my life, but I have tried 
to educate my brain, but to edu- 
cate my heart ns well. No one 
needs another to'tcll him what is 
right and what is wrong. If his 
heart and his brain,do not dictate 
that what is right and what is 
wrong between man and man he 
is not a fit and 'proper person to 
send to the congress of the United 
States. 


My friends, I have extended 


this talk to a greater length than 
I had first intended, but I have 
taken advantage of this invitation 
to advise you to what extent I 
will go in campaigning the cause 
of labor and the principles which 
yon men represent. I have slated 
my honest convictions and how 1 
have been impressed nil my life 
with those who labor. I again 


thank you for your-fairness in ex- 
tending me this invitation mid for 
your close attention lo these re- 
marks. '

WHAT LIES AT THE BOTTOM? 


Two negroes were lynched at Piulucali, Kentucky, one for the 


usual crime and the> other for expressing approval thereof. 


These violent outbreaks of inobs and the taking of 
judgment 


and execution into hasty arid private hands are ever to 
be de- 


plored, whether the scene be laid in Kentucky or Ohio. But if we 
clearly consider them we may not find some other accelerating 
cause than the putflamihg of racial prejudice' and may that cause 
lie something else than the constant breakdown of the judicial ma- 
chinery, the failure of those in authority to hold steadfast in the 
credit of the operations of that machinery. It may be true, in fact 
is undeniably true, that the law; or rather the courts, charged 
with the administration of the law, all too frequently, miserably, 
fail in imposing punishment, where punishment is deserved, but on 
top of that we heap the fact that when guilt has been legally es- 
tablished and the penalty affixe.l, some board, some governor wi'h 
pardoning powers, interferes and the criminal is permitted to go 
with a punishment altogether inadequately proportioned to the 
offense proven. So we have the law and the 
courts 
discredited 


talh ways, they acquit the guilty and convict the innocent. Where- 
fore is the mob formed and moved to judgment and execution of 
innate sense of self protection, of imreekoning impulse 
of "the 


feher law." In'this it is all wrong, of course, according to 
the 


civilized standard, hut it isn't altogether wrong. Societ)', aggre- 
gated individuals, enacts what it chooses to call laws for its own 
preservation and the safety of individual 
members. 
If 
the 


statutory law prove impotent, naturally there is going to be a 
harking back to the primal law «f self protection. 


By such harrowing tragedies as that just enacted at Paducah 


arc we again taught, though we may again not learn, that certain 
principles are fixed and eternal and they fan neither be changed 
nor -bettered. Loosely we speak of the sentence on conviction as a 
punishment for a Crime, while it isn't that at all, but a penalty 
fixed that may serve as a warning and so prove a deterrent against 
(lie commission of other'crimes.

reforming the criminal, its one and sole idea is to make of him an 
KHimple so ill that, none other will be inclined to imitate. Men 
and women, whoever go at a tiling from the wrong end, whose 
sympathies, however are still maudlin, have talked prison reform 
and convict welfare and uplift until they have got authority en- 
lirclv obsessed -made them to act as though the only crime- in the 
calendar was finding guilty the perpetrator of the foulest deed 
and society was all wrong in imposing penalty therefor.
